Probable Balance for Year Ending 
June 30 Is $100,000,000 More 
Than Estimate.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—A sur- 
plus of almost $300,000,000 for this 
fiscal year. which ends June 390, or 
about $100,000,000 more than had 
i been estimated by President Cool- 
fidge, is indicated by the condition 
‘of the Treasury at the end of May. 
The Treasury report shows the sur- 
plus for the first 11 months was 
$35.000,000 more than for the cor- 
lresponding period last year. Last 
year the final balance was $250,- 
000,000.

Earl Carroll, Theatrical Pro- 
ducer, Also Fined $2000 
for Perjury in Testimony 
Before Grand Jury.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Earl Car- 


roll, Broadway theatrical producer 
convicted of perjury in connection 
with grand jury investigation of a 
party in his theater at which an 
unclad chorus girl served drinks 
from a bath tub in which she was 
seated, was sentenced today to 
serve a year and a day in Atlanta 
Federal prison on each of two 


counts, the sentences to run con- 
currentiy, and to pay a fine of 
$1000 on each. 

Carroll originally was indicted on 
six counts. Two referred to his 
testimony that there had been no 
liquor served at the party, two to 
his statement that no one occupied 
the bath tub, and two to his as- 
sertion that he had no list of guests 
at the party. 

The guest list indictments were 
dropped on recommendation of the 
prosecution. The producer was 
found not guilty of the liquor in- 
dictment, but guilty of the two in- 
dictments concerning the nude 
woman in the'bath tub. 

Sentence was imposed by Judge 
| Goddard before whomi Carroll was 
tried and convicted. 

Origin of the Investigation. 

Grand jury investigation of the 
bathtub party was begun as the 
result of published reports that 
liquor had been served in the the- 
ater. During the perjury trial Car- 
roll’s counsel contended that as the 
only interest of the grand jury was 
whether the prohibition laws had 
been violated, it was immaterial 
whether or not the producer had 
told the truth concerning the bath- 
tub incident. He asked to have 
the two indictments referring to 
this point dismissed on this ground, 
but Judge Goddard ruled that the 
grand jury had a right to ask any 
questions it saw fit and that’ if 
they were answered untruthfully 
this constituted: perjury.

‘she had occupied a bathtub on the 
stage of the Earl Carroll Theater 
at Carroll's invitation, and that she 
had been drunk at the time from 
drinking liquor served her in the 
‘theater. The jury by its verdict 
lasserted its belief in her first 
istatement, but ‘not in her second.

Application for immediate ip- 
crease of the present 7-cent street 
car fare to 8 cents cash, two 
tokens for 16 cents, in the city and 
in St. Louls County, was filed with 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion today by the receiver of the 


United Railways Co. It ig not pro- 
posed to increase the fare for chil- 
dren, which is 3 cents, 

Mayor Miller issued a statement 
announcing that the city’s legal 
department would oppose the pro- 
posed increase, and declaring that 
the controversy over fares would 
not stop negotiations for the pro- 
posed survice-at-cost franchise or- 
dinance. 

The receiver's application was 
made under authority of an order. 
issued yesterday by Federal Judge 
Faris, who is in charge of the, re- 
celvership. The order directs the 
receiver to apply to the Commis- 
sion for the increase. 

of Increase. 

It is estimated by the United 
Rajlways officials that the pro- 
posed increase from 7 cents to 7's 
Cents and 8 centa will increase the 
company's revenue by §$1,200,00° 
ayear. For the year ending Apri! 
30 last, the net income was $2,748.- 
000, and thus lacked about $1,209 - 
000 of what would be required to 
pay at seven per cent return on the 
$56,600,000 valuation fixed on the 
company’s property by the Public 
Service Commission. 

No rate of return on the com- 
pany’s valuation has ever been 
fixed by the commission. In ‘ts 
application, the receiver asks that 
8 per cent be fixed ag the rate of 
return. However, the rate of fare 
requested shows that the company 
would be satisfied, for the present. 
with a 7 per cent return. An $8 
per cent return would require §2,- 
400,000 a year more revenue than 
at present. 

Receiver Wells today issued a 
statement to explain to the public 
his request for an increased rate of 
fare. He cited a large decrease in 
the number of passengers, duc to 
increased use of private automo- 
biles and competition of motor- 
busses and service cars. 

Increased Taxes Cited. 

Since the beginning of 1924, the 
receiver said, there has been an in- 
creasing burden of taxes. “Activi- 
ties of ambulance chasers” have in-

CHICAGO, June 3.—The discov- 
eries of Donald B. MacMillan in 
his four years inthe North do not 
include the Pole Wit he has at- 
tained 21 objects which affect the 
maps of the world. When he leaves 
this month to lead another expedi- 
tion into the Arctic, his ambition 
will be to make more of this un- 
charted area a matter of white 
man's record. 

Mac Millan’s recent book shows 
he has disproved the existence of 
a new land far to the west of his 
last camp on the Polar Sea. Sur- 
vevs have brought much significant 
matter to light while the discovery 
of coal in Bay Fiord and his find- 
ing of record of the Kane and sec- 
ond Grinnell expedition, added fur- 
ther credit to his work. Another 
feature has been his extensive con- 
tribution in the fields of geology, 
botany, ornithology and meterol- 
ORY. 

MacMillan also has done many 
things for the inhabitants of that 
land. among which was his aid in 
compiling a dictionary of 3000 
words of the Kskimo language. 

The itinerary of the expedition 
which sails June 19 from Wiscas 
set, Me., includes 20 stops on a 
voyage of 5600 miles. The Row- 
doin. smallest ship ever taken into 
Arctic waters, will have a crew and 
personne! of only 19 men, each of 
which will take his turn at the 
whee!
